Dear Matt Stonecipher: 

Thank you for your public records request of February 7, 2019. The request seeks records for 
certain police records under SB 1421 related to events that occurred before January 1, 2019. This letter 
advises you that the City is unable to respond to your public records request at this time. The Contra Costa 
County Superior Court has issued a temporary restraining order that prevents Antioch, along with several 
tother cities, from producing the requested records while it considers the legal issue of whether the SB 1421 
legislation applies retroactively to records generate before its effective date. For your reference, a copy of 
the Court's order is attached. 

The City will retain your request for records under SB 1421 while the referenced litigation proceeds. Please 
note that it is possible the Superior Court may continue to prohibit Antioch (and the other cities) from 
producing any responsive records for several months, while it considers the case on the merits. It is also 
possible this prohibition may additionally be extended for a significant time if any parties choose to appeal 
the Superior Court's final decision. 

Once the City has received clear direction from the Superior Court (and any higher court) in the referenced 
litigation, the City will respond to your records request consistently with the final court order.
